Th« Power of Snails. 


One day by way of experiment 1 


harnessed two common garden snails' 
to a toy gun carriage to see if they 
could pull it along, says a writer In a 
London magazine.

on once again with the samp apparent 
ease. 
Out of curiosity I decided to 


weigh the cannon, gun carriage and 
shot and to my great surprise found 
the total weight to be almost one 
pound. 1 venture to think this a very 
good load for two snails to manage. 


The Frying Pan. 


"People are always decrying the fry- 


ing pan." said an experienced cook, 
"but the thing they refer to—cooking 
meat, etc.. in a shallow pan with but- 
ter as fat—isn't really frying It; it is 
sauteing. The real frying pan Is a 
deep kettle filled with dot clear lard 
or olive oil. In this the food-dough- 
nut, croquette or whatever it may be— 
is immersed mst long enoiign to mate 
it crisp and brown on the outside and 
feathery and light on the Inside. Kood 
cooked In this way is entirely digesti- 
ble If properly made. But so tnauy 
cooks make the mistake ot putting too 
much shortening In the mixture to be 
fried, and the fat inside, combining 
with the fat outside, prevents tne for- 
mation of rhe crisp crust and makes 
the food soggy."

This so called "Sermon on 
the 


Mount" In which we are to have sir 
consecutive lessons, might be entitled 
"The Laws of the Kingdom" and is 
followed in chapters viii and ix by- 
some features of the kingdom in the 
way of various healings, for wben the 
kingdom comes "the inhabitant shall 
not say, I am sick" (Isa. xxxiii, 24). 
The first four chapters of this gospel 
might be entitled the genealogy of 
the Kiog, the birth of the Kins, the 
herald of the King and the victory of 
(he King over the god of this world. 
Tho precepts of these chapters shall 
be fully lived out in the kiusrdom. 
when it is set up on this earth and 
should be manifest now in those who 
by His precious blood have become 
joint heirs with the Kin<;.

In the one He wen/ up 
into a mountain and sat down and 
taught, but in the other He came down 
from a mountain and stood in the 
plain. The two discourses are in many 
respects the same as to the teaching, 
but They were spoken at different times, 
under different circumstances, and yet 
In both cases to His disciples. 
What 


folly for an unsaved person to say, 
"The Sermon on the Mount is my re4 
ligion; the Golden- Rule is my motto." 
If the Ten Commandments written on 
tables of stone with the finger of God 
are a ministration of death (II Cor. 
iii. 7, 9), what about these same com- 
mands ,as explained by -our Lord in 
this discourse. In which-He says that 
a sinful look is as much the breaking 
of the command as a sinful act? The 
law was not given till the people were 
redeemed by blood from the land of 
bondage, and God never sets His law 
before an unsaved person but to con- 
demn him, that as a lost one he may 
receive Jesus Christ, who is the end 
of the law for righteousness to every 
one that believeth (Rom. x, 4i. Such 
only are the truly "blessed" according 
to Ps. Xxxii. 1. 2: Rom. iv. 6-8. Then 
we have seven characteristics of these 
blessed or happy people which corre- 
spond with rhe seven petitions in the 
prayer of chapter vi. 9-13. The prayer 
begins "Our Father," and only redeem- 
ed people can say truly these words. 
All others come under the bead of John 
viii, 44. Only the poor in spirit can 
say from the,, heart, "Hallowed be Thy 
name," for others prefer to exalt their 
own name. We pray. "Thy kingdom 
come." but we mourn because of the 
curse which rests on all the earth till 
the kingdom comes. 
The meek who 


desire in no sense tbeir own will oan 
truly long for the time when His will 
shall be done on earth as in heaven. 
Then shall the mourners be comforted, 
as they inherit the earth, which shall 
then have become the kingdom of 
heaven. Diily bread is made sure to 
all who hunger and thirst after right- 
eousness (Matt. vi. 33), and they shall 
be satisfied with the fatness of His 
house in all things, both temporal and 
spiritual. Having been forgiven much, 
they freely forgive others and have be- 
come merciful indeed. 
Having seen 


something of God and desiring to see 
more of Him and to know Him better, 
they fear all temptation to evil and 
earnestly desire to be kept pure in 
heart. 
Knowing that the evil one is 


the great peace breaker, they pray to 
be delivered from him that they may 
enjoy the peace of God and carry His 
peace everywhere they go. Rejoicing 
in the kinjrdom and power and glory 
which are His. and theirs, too. as the 
children of God. tbey expect to be 
treated as tie was—persecuted, reviled, 
spoken ajrainst falsely, things laid to 
their charge that they know not. but 
by His grace tbey count Themselves 
happy to be privileged to suffer for His 
sake and rejoice that when His glory 
shall be revealed tbey shall be glnd 
with exceeding joy (I Pet. iv. 13). 


The church as the salt of the earth 


preserves it from the judgments which 
will surely come upon it (when ^the 
church has been takVn away) to pre- 
pare it for the kingdom, but the pro- 
fessing church has well nigh lost its 
savor and seems lilie Rev. iii, 16. 
Who can tell how many cities, towns 
and families are preserved from calam- 
ity for the sake of ihe jrodly who are 
therein? May we be jrodly i-nough to 
make the devil hare us. the truly god- 
ly whom the Lord set<« apart for Him- 
self (II Tim. iii. 12: Ps. iv, 3) 
Note 


that salt had to be offered with every 
offering (Lev. 11. 13). and see our Lord's 
words concerning salt in Mark ix, 49, 
50. We can only be salt in any sense 
as Christ dwelleth in us. 


Christ is the light of the world (John 


viii. 12; ix, 5; xii. 40). and we can only 
be light to any one as we behold Him 
and reflect IIis light, and herein the 
moon, a faithful witness In heaven, is 
a good illustration. The lip-lit must 
first shine in our hearts, and It is the 
entrance of His word that giveth light 
(II Cor. Iv, 6; Ps. cxix, 130i. Then the 
light must shine in the hmi««o or home, 
then before men more generally and 
then into all the world that God may 
be glorified. 
The believer who does 


not shine can only be a painted light, 
an imitation, to whom the Lord will 
some day say. "I never liOew you." 
See chapterfvli, 21-23.

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Farming 


•Care and Feed of the 


Dairy Cow.

HE. dairy barn may be either 


part of the general farm barn 
or a separate building. In the 


' fdrmer case the part of the 


barn where the cows are kept should 
be-partitioned off from the rest to keep 
out dirt and odors. There should be 
plenty of light. An occasional coat of 
whitewash will make the barn lighter 
and cleaner. Where there are two par- 
allel rows of cows they should face 
outward. In vhis way the manure will 
be kept at the center of the barn in- 
stead of being splashed along the

sides. The cows can be run in and.out 
handier and be milked more conven 
iently. The manure can be easily 
cleaned out -with a wheelbarrow or an 
overhead litter carrier._ The floors 
should preferably tie "made of cement, 
•with fairly deep, wide gutters of the 
same material. 
Plenty of bedding 


should be used to soak up the liquid 
manure. 


Ventilation. 


Provision for some sort of ventila- 


tion should be made. The plan of hav- 
ing the windows placed high and so 
arranged that they swing in at the top 
provides good ventilation, especially if 
there are windows on both sides. Tri- 
angular pieces of board at the sides of 
the windows prevent drafts and cause 
the air to be forced upward toward the 
ceiling, where it is distributed all over 
the room. The King system of ventila- 
tion works well where -the barn is 
tight Flues for impure air open at 
the floors and extend up to cupolas, in 
the roof. The pure air flues open near 
the ground outside and at the top of 
the room inside. This secures a con- 
stant circulation of air without drafts. 
In • a frame barn these flues can be 
made by boxing in the space between 
two stnddings. 


Iron swing'stanchions cost very little 


more than the old fashioned wooden 
ones and are a great deal, more con- 
venient and durable. The mangers 
may be made of cement, in which case 
they niay be used for watering the 
cows in extremely cold weather. If 
the farm is provided with some sort of 
water system a pipe cau be laid to 
one end of the iimuger. so that water 
will be constantly on tap either for 
flushing 
on i the inanger »>r w:»l<»rii 


the cows. 
\Vith a short pit-i-t- of. hose 


the floors ;ind gutters can IK- Hooded 
occasionally and thus kept clean and 
free from bad odors. Both the floor 
and gutters should have snflicu-nt slope 
to carry the water off. 


Where the cows are watered from a 


tank, as they will be most of the time, 
some means of heating the water 
should be provided. If the cow has to 
heat it herself it is with com as fuel, 
instead of with cobs, as where a tank 
heater is used. If the tank is banked 
and covered, a little fire every morning 
will keep the water at a comfortable 
temperature. 


The dairy cows should receive salt 


regularly. It is necessary to the proc- 
ess of digestion and causes an in- 
creased milk flow. A self feed covered 
salt box somewhere in the yard will 
provide a constant supply of salt with- 
out waste. Care should be taken not 
to let the box get empty, and if it 
should happen so the cows should be 
gradually accustomed to salt again be- 
fore they are given all they will eat. 


Regularity In Milking and Feeding. 
Regularity in milking and feeding is 


essential. 
Irregular milking always 


reduces the yield. Be sure to milk 
thoroughly, manipulating the udder to 
be sure That all the milk is withdrawn. 
Nothing wlil cause a cow to dry up 
more quickly thnn leaving a little milk 
in the udder each time. The udder 
should be wiped with a damp cloth 
before milking to remove dust and 
dirt. 
Each particle of dust carries 


thousands of bacteria. Cleanliness is 
the fiwt essential in producing high 
class dairy prodncta. 
The feeding 


•honld be done Immediately after 


milking. especloUy.il-«*u»«tB.4.umlt» or 
other strong: (smelling feeds are need. 
If fed at this time tb«-re IB little dan- 
ger of iaintlng^heiinlik.

The heifers stib'uld Ire milked for as' 


long a time as possible during their 
first milking period. If they are al- 
lowed to go 'dry after five months or 
so they will never prove profitable 
dairy animals. 
It is the cow that 


keeps up a good milk flow ten or 
eleven months of the year that adds 
to the dairyman's profits. 


Kindness is an essential point in 


handling dairy cows. 
Any unneces- 


sary roughness causes the cow to hold 
up her milk and reduces the profits. 


Feeding. 


For three days before and three days 


after calving there is no better ration 
for the dairy cow than a mash of two 
pounds of bran and one pound of oil- 
meal, fed twice a day. Do not be in 
too big a hurry to get the cows on 
full feed after calving. 
The ration 


should be increased gradually and 
slowly from five to six pounds dfeily 
to all the cows can profitably use. An 
increase of half a pound every alter- 
nate day is sufficient. 
This incraase 


should be kept nf as long as the milk 
flow continues to get larger. 
.When 


the point is reached where increases in 
feed do not prod»ce corresponding in- 
creases in milk 4ow the feed shonld 
be "gradually deareased again. 
The 


first few pounds Decrease will not af- 
fect the milk flew. When the p«int 
is reached where a further decrease in 
feed causes a lessened milk flow Jthe 
most profitable ration for that partic- 
ular . cow has b«en determined. 
It' 


takes a little extra work to do this 
weighing, but aflwr the best sized ra- 
tion for each cow has been determined 
the approximately correct amount tan 
be measured trat •ach time with little 
trouble. It pays to feed the cow all 
she can use profitably. It costs just so 
much to keep her anyway, and all 
the feed that she can use to ad- 
vantage over that amount adds to the 
profits. 


During the summer the feeding prob- 


lem is a simple one. With plenty of 
good pasture, supplemented in dry 
times by some forage crop and s*me 
sort of protection from flies, the milk 
flow will be kept up to a profitable 
standard. 
In the absence of forage 


crops silage can be profitably substi- 
tuted. 


It is in winter that the highest prices 


for dairy products are secured, anf. if 
the cows freshen in the fall the raain 
part of the year's product will come at 
this season. The problem of winter 
feeding is one of the most important, 
with which the dairyman has to deal. 
If you have plenty of good clover or 
alfalfa hay and silage the problem is 
more than half solved. From thirty to 
forty-five pounds of silage and ten to 
twenty pounds of clover hay a flay 
will make up the bulk of the roughage 
needed. A ruck in the yard filled with 
corn fodder or oat straw will -add vari- 
ety to the ration. Where silage can- 
not be obtained a plentiful supply of 
pumpkins, squashes, turnips or man- 
gels> should be at hand to supply the 
succulent part of the ration. Without 
some such feed the cows will not do 
their best. 


Mixing the Rations. 


Although dairy cows can handle 


large amounts of rough feed, they 
ueed considerable grain in. addition 
during the winter. Corn, because of 
its cheapness and high feeding value, 
will generally form the basis of the 
grain rations. 
Because of its high 


percentage of carbohydrates and fat 
some feed rich in protein should be 
fed with the corn. Oats are good, but 
they have only enough protein to

Below are a few extracts culled 


from a lecture at a Farmers' Institute 
held in a nearby town. This article 
should be read by everyone. 


"I believe we should build up our own commu- 


nities and enable our home merchants, to give us a 
good market for our products by standing by them. 
We can buy all that we need and as cheaply by 
doing business at home, and thus make a better 
market for our products. 


How can we expect the country stores to thrive 


and grow if we farmers refuse to trade with them, 
but send our money to some distant city which does 
not interest us or help us in the least? 


While there is always a standard price for some 


kinds of farmers' produce, how can we expect the 
country merchant to buy our eggs, butter, poultry 
and other products so vital to us all if we do not 
reciprocate to the country merchant? 


Is ft not an object for us to build up our market 


town and make markets for our products ? v Does it 
not add to the value of our land to be able to point 
to some thriving nearby town with a ready market, 
schools and church advantages? 
Is not land so 


situated worth more than if it is isolated and distant 
from everything and everybody? 


By standing by our home merchants we are 


standing by each other, and by stamdirig by; each^ 
other we will thrive and prosper together. 


Is it to our interest to build up great houses in 


distant cities? 
I make the broad assertion that 


while some things on the surface may seem cheaper 
than the prices of our home merchant, after we 
have scrimped ourselves to get the cash, and paid 
freight and other charges, and paid for things we 
do not need because they seem cheap, we are 
actually out of pocket; we are simply gulled by 
cormorants. 


If we keep depressing and destroying our home 


merchants, we will find after a lifetime that our 
farms are in an isolated region and have not 
increased in value as they would if we had made 
a market at our very door. 


I know farmers who are always in debt to their 


local merchants, while their cash has gone to the 
railroad for freight bills and to the catalogue houses 
for articles which do not rank as either luxuries or 
necessities, but simply as leg-pullers to gull the 
unsophisticated. 


How would you appreciate selling your stock 


and products on credit and the purchaser's using his 
money to buy similar articles in a distant market 
for cash? 


Unless we can stand together and refuse to 


build up and develop this cormorant which preys 
upon us, we not deserve to have thriving towns for 
markets or the advantages which always come from 
being surrounded by a business community."
